Wallace's Grain 

Mr. Thomas Wallace has recently invented 
a grain dryer, on an entirely new principle, 
whieh te be a perfect success. It 
consists of a series of hot-air chambers, ar- 
ranged above each other, in which isa 

ble trough the grain, which enters at 
one end of the u trough and is moved 
slowly along the “‘ conveyors” to the other 
end, where tt falls into another similar cham. 
ber, and to On till it reaches the bottom, 
after having been in the pure hot dir (at 200 
degrees) for half an hour, it comes out com 
pletely free from all moisture. The working 
model in operation is 24 feet long, 14 feet 
high, about 10 feet wide, and is now drying at 
the rate of 600 bushels in ten hours.
